Bakeries, either at CS to 60 Charles Street, or 


The Time and Distance It Takes to Ar- 


rest u' Vessel's Motion. 


Tho motion of a steamship on the At- 


lantic, v?heu the sea is calm, is so smooth 
aiid steady that tho passenger hardly re- 
alizes tlie tremendous momentum of the 
vessel under his feet. 
.Afterihe engines 


have been slowed down there fa a startling 
revelation of the energy of motion. 
This 


energy can also bo accurately calculated 
with ilio aid of mathematical formulas, 
and the time and distance within which 
the motion can be totally arrasted and the 
ship be brought to a -stand may bo ascer- 
tained in a similar inannor. This calcu- 
lation has recently .been made for several 
well known siiips. 


To stop the Etruria, whose "displaco- 


- ment" is 8,680 tons, horsepower 14,82; 
and spedd 20.18 knots an hour, 3 minutes 
and 47 seconds are required, and during 
tho progress of stopping, the ship will forge 
ahead S, 464 fept, which is only. 176 feet 
less than half a mile. Tho United States 
cruiser Columbia, with a displacement ol 
7,350 tons, 17,991 horsepower and a speed 
of 22.S knots, can bo stopped in 2 minutes 
and 15 seconds, and within a space oi 
2,147 feet. The little flier Cashing, also o! 
the United States navy, whose displace- 
ment is only 105 tons, and horsepower 
1,764, whilo its speed is 22.43knots, can be 
stopped within a distance of 301 feet In 
18.4'seconds. In each caso tho vessel is 
supposed'-to -bo .going at full speed, and 
tho stoppage is produced by reversing tlia 
action', of the propelling machinery.—.

Stevens' Bad Record. 


Chief Inspector AYatts yesterday suc- 


ceeded In establishing the Identity of tha 
burglar arrested with young Adams in 
New York, who is booked under the namo 
ot Thomas Stevens. His name is Myron 
J. C. Dolloss, au old-time burglar, who is 
known to the prison officials of Massachu- 
setts. . 


He has served eight years in the state 


prison at Charlestown, and the identifica- 
tion of the chief was corroborated by sev- 
eral old prison officials who were there 
when Dolloss was "doing time." He is 
a professional all-round crook, and con- 
sidered one of the best "workers" in the 
country. 


Dolloss was arrested in this city on Dec. 


2S, 1831, by Inspectors Hought'on, Ger- 
raughty and Knox. The charge was bur- 
glary. It was alleged that he entered sev- 
eral dwellings iu Cambridge aud Brook- 
line, aud a strong case was weaved. On 
March 21, 1SS3, he was convicted in Cam- 
bridge, and sentenced on three counts for 
breaking and entering at Cambridge. Ho 
got three years ou two counts and two 
years ou a third count, making eight 
years in all. 


He was discharged from tho state prison 


on Nov. 20, 1888. having an allowance for 
good behavior given him. 


Since Dolloss' release from the state 


prison he has been a wanderer. He has 
traveled from the Atlantic to tile Pacific 
ocean, aud according to the police has 
wept at his profession. 


In police parlance he is known as a 
'strong-arm man," having powerful mus- 
cles aud plenty oC nerve. AVhenever ar- 
rested a revolver has been found on him, 
and extreme precaution has been taken in 
each, case against resistance, for tho offi- 
cers know him to be a desperate character,, 
•who would flght hard to escape imprison- 
ment.

calculate on getting it at a price that will 
he equal to one hundred times the rent 
permonth.

A Service of Worcester. 


Toward the ond of the century tho first 


sign of tho royal favor was vouchsafed to 
Worcester. 
Georgo III visited tho facto- 


ries, and under tho impetus given by his 
patronage tbo wares of the city advanced so 
much in popularity that in the early parfc 
of this century, it is said, there wore fow 
noble families which bad not in their 
chinaolosotsan elaborate service of Worces- 
ter bearing the family arms and motto in 
appropriate 
emblazonment. 
In 
1811, 


Georgo IV being then prince regent, sev- 
eral splendid services of Worcester porcelain 
•were ordered to equip his table for tho now 
social duties entailed by his regency, and 
ono of these alone cost £4,000. In tho 
museums at tho Worcester works thcro are 
specimens of many beautiful services do- 
signed in accordance with tho contempo- 
rary ideas of pomp and statoliuoss. 


Tho porcelain artists in thoso days must 


have been well versed in heraldry, for their 
chief duties seem to havo been the repro- 
duction of crests and coats of arms. So;uo 
of tho services havo interesting stories. 
There is ono of deep royal bluo, beautifully 
decorated and bearing in the center an em- 
blematical flguro of Hope. 
Tho story ran 


that it was ordered byis'olsou for presenta- 
tion to tho Ikiko of Cumberland, and 
that tho figure of Hopo was really a por- 
trait of Lady Hamilton. 
This, however, 


was on error. 
Tlio service was ordered by 


tlio duko himself in the ordinary way, and 
though Lord Kelson did ovdor a service of 
Worcester porcelain ho died before it could 
bo completed, and it was afterward dis- 
porsod.—Chambers' Journal.

The motion of a steamship on the At- 


lantic, when the sea Is calm, Is so smooth 
and steady, that the passenger hardly re- 
alizes the tremendous momentum of the 
vessel under his feet. 
After jtbo engines 


have been slowed down there is a startling 
revelation of the energy of motion. This 
energy can also be accurately calculated 
with the aid of mathematical formulas, 
and the- time and distance within which 
the motion can be totally arrested and the 
ship be brought to a stand, may bo ascer- 
tained in a similar manner. Tbis calcu- 
lation has recently been made for several 
well known ships. 


To stop the Etruria, whose " displace- 


ment" is 9,660 tons, horsepower 14,321 
and speed 20.18 knots an hour, 2 minutes 
and 47 seconds are required, and during 
the progress of stopping, the ship will forgo 
ahead 3,464 feet; which is only 178 feet 
less than half a mile. The . United States 
cruiser Columbia, with a displacement o( 
7,360 tons, 17,991 horsepower and a speed 
of 22.8 knots, can be stopped in 2 minutes 
and 15 seconds, and within a space ot 
2,147 feet. The little flier Gushing, also of 
tho United States navy, whoso displace- 
ment is only 105 tons, and horsepower. 
1,754, while its speed is 23.48 knots, can be 
stopped within; a dlsl-ance of SOI feet in 
18.4 seconds.

The explosion occurred just as hundreds 


of miners were returning to their homes 
from thuir work. 


It was marked by a terrific explosion 


which razed all buildings to the ground 
within a radius of half u niih; while those 
within a mile of the scene were bnilly 
shaken, 
all 
windows 
being 
brolcen. 


Buildings and trucks near by were blown 
100 feet, in the uir. 


As soon as the people realized whut had 


happened r\H rushed to the rescue and in 
fifteen minutes'40 dead bodies were taken 
from the ruins. 


Later on over 100 dead bodies were 


found anil over 200 seriously injured, 
many of them having died since. 


The forue of the explosion tore a hole in 


the ground. 100 feet by 80 feet around the 
tracks where the dynamite trucksjlwere 
standing. 


Perhaps the best idea of the shock can 


be gained by the fact that tho iron axles 
on the trunks containing the dynamite 
were driven 20 feet, into the ground. 


It is not known just how the explosion 


occurred, but it is supposed that n tbiev- 
.ng Kaffer caused the calamity by attempt- 
ing to break open one'of the boxes of 
dynamito not knowing its contents. 


The extent of the damage will never be 


fully known, but it is a fact that over 1000 
icople are homeless aud all the hospitals 
are fiUed. 


Shortly after the explosion a relief fund 


was started and $300,000 was raised in a 
short time. It is expected that $500,000 
vill be contributed within the next 24 
lours.

njured, and it is believed that the catas- 
.rophe has done much towards healing the 
ioreness that has existed between them 
iince the Jameson raid.

In ord« i to answer the above inquiry

But without more definite views of his 


capital and his preferences as to location 
we may say that the best plan is to invest 
his capital or a reasonable amount of it 
in a house lot and than get a contractor to 
build a house.

calculate ou Betting it at it price that will 
be equal to one hundred times the rent 
per month. 
For example if the house 


costs $2000 the rent should be S20 per 
month; it S3500 the rent should be S33 
per month and so on. 


Anybody who can buy a house on this 


basis will make a good investment. 
It is 


not often, however, that a good house can 
be obtained on such terms. 


A great deal depends upon the location. 


Speculators are always on the aler:to buy 
land and build houses where they foresee 
Improvements coming. 


It is in this way they gain so much by 


whac is known as the unearned increment, 
that is, the increase in value of any piece 
of real estate on account of improvements 
in the environments.

Toward tho ond of tho oontury tho flrst 


filfjn of tho royal favor was vouchsafed to 
Worcester. 
George III visited tho facto- 


ries, nnd under tho impetus givon by his 
patronago the wares of the city advanced so 
much in popularity that in tho early part 
of this century, it is said, there wero fow 
noblo families which had nob in their 
china closets an elaborate sorvice of Worces- 
ter bearing tho family arms and motto in 
appropriate 
emblazonment. 
In 
1811, 


George IV being then priuco regent, sov- 
ornl splendid services of Worcester poreoiain 
were ordered to equip his tablofor tli€i new 
social duties entailed by his regency, nnd 
one of those alono cost £4,000. 
In tho 


museums at tho Worcester works thoro are 
specimens of many beautiful services de- 
signed in accordance with tho contempo- 
rary ideas of pomp and statelinoss. 


Tho porcelain artists in thoso days must 


have beonwoil versed in heraldry, for their 
chief duties seem to hare boon the repro- 
duction of crests and coats of arms. Some 
of the services havo interesting stories. 
Thoro is one of deep royal bluo, beautifully 
decorated nnd bearing in tho center an em- 
blematical figure of flopo. Tho story ran 
thnt it wns ordered by Kelson for presenta- 
tion to the Duke of Cumberland, and 
that the figure of Hope was really a por- 
trait of Lady Hamilton. This, however, 
was an error. Tho service was ordered by 
the duko himself in the ordinary way, and 
though Lord Kelson did order a service of 
Worcester porcoluiu ho died before it could 
be completed, and it was afterward dis- 
persed.—Chambers' Journal.

Bern-tiger, resents, according to The Her- 
aldo, the tone of Mr. Taylor's note, Con- 
sidering it unjustified, as tho address of 
Senor Convas was delivered before a pri- 
vate geographical society. 


The Impareial takes tlie same ground, 


saying that the United States minister's 
demand is entirely unprecedented, as tho 
geographical society before which the ad- 
diess was made is noc an official body. 
The Imparcial adds, ironically: There is 
no doubt that this development of inter- 
national law may bo introduced by the 
United States into any case, and it is very 
striking'testimony of tho relations exist- 
ing between the two governments. 


Senor Convas, it appears, asserted that 


the moral atmosphere of the United States 
was very defective,, and that family rela- 
tions lacked much to be desired.
